Council  Houses. 

The  twenty-e:ght  houses  built  by  the  Council  were  on  the  Barton 
Tors,  East  the  Water. 

The  number  of  persons  moved  into  these  houses  were  Sixty  six 
Adults  and  Sixty  children. 

The  tenants  were  selected  from  applicants  who  are  in  real  need  of 
accommodation.  The  Housing  Committee  carefully  consider  the 
applications  and  the  selection  is  “sieved”  out  on  a “Points  System/* 
the  chief  items  considered  being  (a)  Overcrowding,  (b)  No  Separate 
accommodation,  (c)  Number  of  children,  (d)  Serious  Illness.  (e) 
Conditions  that  are  injurious  to  health. 

There  is  still  a long  waiting  list  of  families  who  need  separate 
accommodation  or  who  need  more  commodious  accommodation  for  a 
growing  family  and  the  present  rate  of  building  is  not  fast  enough  to 
reduce  this  persistent  demand  for  houses.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  Water  Supply  of  the  Town  is  obtained  from  two  sources, 
namely  Jennets  Reservoir  and  Gammaton  Reservoir.  To  augment 
the  supply  from  Jennetts  a pumping  station  was  installed  at  Edge 
Mill  to  pump  water  from  the  Yeo — Duntz  stream  into  the  Jennetts 
Reservoir.  This  supply  should  now  be  sufficient  to  obviate  any  cur- 
tailment of  water  for  domestic  purposes  even  during  a long  dry  period. 

Eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  at  various  points  along  the 
supply  line  from  Jennetts  Reservoir  and  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Exeter  for  Bacteriological  Examination.  Six  samples 
were  of  Class  1 of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  classification  for  piped 
supplies.  Two  samples  fell  below  this  standard,  but  the  latest  samples 
taken  were  Class  1 . 

Nineteen  samples  were  taken  from  various  points  on  the 
Gammaton  supply  and  sent  for  Bacteriological  Examination.  Nine 
of  these  samples  were  of  “raw”  water  which  were  sent  for  examination 
to  test  the  quality  of  the  water  from  some  of  the  springs  that  run  into 
the  reservoir.  The  other  ten  were  samples  of  water  that  had  been 
filtered  and  chlorinated.  Three  of  these  fell  below  the  standard,  but 
various  adjustments  were  taken  to  overcome  this  and  the  seven  other 
samples  were  Class  1 of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  classification  for 
piped  supplies.

The  surface  of  the  Refuse  Tips  was  treated  with  “Tip  Dressing”  to 
prevent  the  breeding  of  flies  and  other  insects. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

The  Annual  Inspection  ©f  the  sewers  in  the  Town  was  carried  out 
and  Maintenance  Inspections  are  periodically  done.  The  sewers  were 
free  from  rats  throughout  most  of  the  lengths,  but  where  rats  were 
found,  poison  was  put  down  to  destroy  them. 

The  Refuse  Tips  were  frequently  treated  by  pre-baiting  and 
poisoned  baits  to  exterminats  rats,  and  this  was  generally  successful. 

Nineteen  dwelling  houses  were  dealt  with  by  trapping  and  poison- 
ing to  rid  the  premises  of  small  infestations  of  rats. 

Seven  dwelling  houses  were  dealt  with  by  trapping  and  poisoning 
to  rid  the  premises  of  mice. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Public  Abattoir. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  took  over  the  use  of  the  Council's  Public 
Abattoir  in  January,  1940.  The  slaughtering  of  animals,  the  dressing 
of  the  carcases,  the  inspection  of  the  meat  and  the  allocation  to  the 
various  butchers  in  the  area  comprising  Bideford  Borough,  Bideford 
Rural  District,  Northam  Urban  District,  Great  Torrington  Borough 
and  Torrington  Rural  District  is  all  done  at  this  Central  Depot. 

During  the  year  12414  animals  were  slaughtered  and  dressed  at 
the  Public  Abattoir  and  136  carcases  were  sent  in  already  "dressed.” 

Emergency  Slaughter. 

During  the  year  21  bullocks,  156  cows,  142  calves,  605  sheep  and 
118  pigs  were  sent  to  the  Abattoir  for  emergency  slaughter. 

Dressed  Carcases. 

There  were  brought  to  the  Abattoir  the  "dressed”  carcases  of 
4 cows,  4 calves,  108  sheep  and  20  pigs. 

These  dressed  carcases  were  of  animals  that  had  been  slaughtered 
and  dressed  at  farms,  as  the  animals,  because  of  injury  or  some  other 
emergency,  had  been  unable  to  travel  to  the  abattoir. 

The  examination  of  all  the  carcases  that  pass  through  the  slaughter- 
house takes  considerable  time,  especiahy  those  which  come  under  the 
headings  Emergency  Slaughter  and  Dressed  Carcases.  These  carcases 
require  detailed  examination  to  ascertain  why  the  animals  had  been 
slaughtered  and  to  determine  whether  the  carcases  were  fit  for  human 
consumption. 

Stunning.  In  compliance  with  Section  1 of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act,  1933,  all  animals  that  are  killed  in  the  slaughterhouse  are  rendered 
insensible  to  pain  by  means  of  a mechanically  operated  instrument. 
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The  following  Tables  give  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  : — 

Table  A.  Gives  details  of  the  animals  killed  and  the  number  of  car- 
cases or  organs  condemned,  also  showing  percentages 
of  the  carcases  affected,  differentiating  between 

1 —  All  diseases  except  Tuberculosis.

Table  B.  Gives  the  weight  of  the  Meat  and  Offal  condemned  and 
the  causes  of  condemnation.

Butchers'  Shops. 

The  ten  butchers’  shops  in  the  Town  are  kept  in  good  condition 
and  all  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations,  1924,  in  that  they  are  provided  with  moveable  glass 
fronts.  The  butchers’  shops  in  the  Butchers’  Row  are  under  a covered 

Market  Place. 

Milk  Supply. 

Several  of  the  Producer  Retailers  have  given  up  their  Retail 
Trade  and  are  now  producing  and  selling  the  milk  wholesale  to  the 
two  Milk  Deopts  in  Bideford.  Both  these  depots  have  large  retail 

businesses. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936  and  1938. 

The  two  Milk  Depots  in  the  Town  have  a dealers  licence  author- 
ising the  use  of  Tuberculin  Tested’  for  bottling  of  Tuberculin  Tested 
Milk.  This  milk  is  obtained  from  farms  where  Tuberculin  Tested 

herds  are  kept. 

One  Depot  has  a licence  for  the  use  of  the  special  designation 
“Pasteurised”  in  relation  to  the  milk  treated  by  the  Pasteurising 

process. 

The  “Holder”  Method  is  employed  for  Pasteurisation.
